THE  ADMINISTRATORS 
Conference  is  held  by  Merrill 
Palmer  Institute  of  Human  De- 
velopment and  Family  Life  in 
Detroit,  Mich.,  to  acquaint  other 
universities  with  its  program, 
she  said. 

BYU  sends  several  students  in 
the  College  of  Family  Living  to 
Merrill  Palmer  each  year.  Al- 
though Merrill  Palmer  does  not 
give  degrees,  credits  earned 
there  by  BYU  students  are  ac- 
cepted at  the  Y,  the  dean  stated. 

SINCE  1956,  BYU  has  been 
affiliated  with  Merrill  Palmer.. 
Six  BYU  coeds  are  now  attend- 
ing that  school. 

During  the  trip  to  attend  the 
Administrators  Conf  e r e n c e, 
Dean  Cutler  will  visit  Iowa 
State  College  in  Ames  and  the 
University  of  Chicago  Family 
Study  Center  in  Chicago,  111. 

SHE  WILL  visit  these  cam- 
puses “to  meet  some  of  their 
staff  and  to  see  what  kind  of 
work  they  are  doing,”  she  said. 
“This  information  will  be  used 
in  helping  to  build  our  College 
of  Family  Living.”

4 departments 
prepare  for 
2-day  display 

Man-made  satellites  are  orbit- 
ing the  earth  and  probing  the 
solar  system.  Behind  these  mod- 
ern “wonders  in  heaven”  is  the 
knowledge  and  skill  of  the  en- 
gineering profession,  which  the 
nation  is  honoring  in  National 
Engineering  Week,  Feb.  18 
through  24. 

The  week’s  observance  at 
BYU  centers  on  large  technical 
displays  created  by  the  Electric- 
al, Mechanical,  Civil  and  Chem- 
ical Engineering  departments. 

THE  PURPOSE  OF  these  ex- 
hibits, which  will  be  shown  on 
Friday  and  Saturday,  is  to  ans- 
wer the  following  questions: 
What  does  an  engineer  do?  How 
has  engineering  effort  benefited 
society?  What  are  the  tools  of 
an  engineer? 

Among  the  features  of  the 
electrical  engineering  display 
are  the  etlectronic  brain,  micro- 
waves  used  in  satellite  commun- 
ication, and  acoustical  devices, 
one  of  which  produces  various 
musical  tones  when  the  opera- 
tor waves  his  hand  over  it. 

The  satellite  communication 
system  on  exhibit  is  the  kind 
which  was  proven  in  Project 
Echo  and  which  could  revolu- 
tionize the  telephone  industry.  A 
display  on  electric  power  distri- 
bution and  economics  will  be  of 
special  interest  to  penny-pinch- 
ers. 

Two-hour  guided  tours 
through  the  four  displays  are 
scheduled  for  Friday  from  11 
a.m.  to  9 p.m.  and  on  Saturday 
from  10  a.m.  to  4 p.m. 

Special  open  house  and  tours 
for  high  school  students  have 
been  scheduled  on  Friday  from 
2 to  6 p.m. 


World  news  flashes  . . . 


Algerian  war  nears  end 


PARIS  (UPI  — France  and 
Algerian  rebel  leaders  have 
reached  full  agreement  on  a 
cease-fire  to  end  more  than  sev- 
en years  of  war  in  North  Africa, 
authoritative  g.o  vernment 
sources  reported  to'day. 

The  agreement  was  reached 
late  last  night  after  exactly  one 
week  of  final  negotiations  at  a 
secret  hideout  on  French  terri- 
tory somewhere  near  the  Swiss 
border. 

The  agreement  must  be  ap- 
proved by  De  Gaulle  and  the 
French  cabinet  as  well  as  by  the 


Rebel  gover.nment-in-exile  and 
by  the  60-member  Rebel  parlia- 
ment or  National  Council  of  the 
Algerian  Revolution  (CNRA). 
The  CNRA  is  expected  to  meet 
in  the  Libyan  Capital  of  Tripoli 
Wednesday  to  study  the  draft 
settlement. 

If,  as  officials  here  believe, 
the  agreement  is  approved  by 
both  sides,  the  cease-fire  will  be 
signed  at  a formal  session  some- 
where in  France  in  about  eight 
to  10  days.

Senate  is  needed 

I’d  like  to  report  that  I’ve 
just  attended  a very  informa- 
tive meeting  on  student  govern- 
ment. The  issue  at  stake  was 
whether  or  not  our  Senate  (our 
unicameral  legislature)  is  per- 
forming its  function;  and,  if 
not,  should  it  be  abolished. 

There  are  a few  individuals 
who  are  interested  in  its  aboli- 
tion on  the  basis  of  charges  that 
the  Senate  does  not  perform  a 
constructive  function  but  that, 
if  anything,  a function  of  mere 
self  interest. 

THE  FACT  IS  that  the  pres- 
ence of  a representative  legis- 
lature in  student  government  is 
very  much  needed.  I think  that 
before  any  motion  for  abolition 
is  passed,  we  as  a studentbody 
ought  to  hear  the  Senate  out. 

The  Senate’s  major  failure 
thus  far  has  been  only  that  it 
has  not  been  able  to  make  the 
studentbody  aware  of  its  accom- 
plishments and  taken  time  to 
adequately  assess  student  opin- 
ion. After  all,  it  isn’t  the  stu- 
dents’ duty  to 'break  down  the 
Senate’s  doors  to  find  out  what 
It  going  on. 

What  then  is  the  importance 
of  a representative  legislative 
body  on  our  campus?  The  pur- 


pose of  a multi-head  govern- 
ment goes  far  beyond  the  mere 
presence  of  a check-and-balance 
system.  Legislators  are  elected 
to  insure  the  voters  that  their 
desires  will  be  reflected  in  every 
instance  as  policy  is  formulated. 

JUST  BECAUSE  an  executive 
is  elected  does  not  mean  his  de- 
cisions will  represent  the  stu- 
dentbody. On  the  contrary,  his 
decisions  can  express  only  one 
point  of  view. 

It  follows  that  if  the  policies 
of  student  government  follow 
only  one  point  of  view,  the  un- 
represented students  lose  inter- 
est in  student  government  and 
soon  cease  to  bother  to  express 
their  opinions.  Government  then 
becomes  the  rule  of  “the  few.” 
None  of  us  want  that. 

Let  the  Senate  prove  that  it 
can  be  a representative  body. 
Let  the  Senate  find  effective 
ways  of  letting  us  know  what  is 
going  on  and  finding  out  what 
we  think,  having  first  been  in- 
formed and  the  alternatives  pre- 
sented. 

THE  ISSUE  is  not  whether  or 
not  we  should  have  a Senate, 
but  whether  or  not  it  is  or  can 
be  truly  representative  and 
whether  or  not  changes  in  the 
present  structure  are  necessary 
to  make  it  more  representative. 

A meeting  has  been  slated  to 
discuss  this  point  next  Wednes- 
day. I hope  many  will  be  there 
to  express  their  views.

HAMBURG  (UPI)  — Thou- 
sands of  rescue  workers  toiled

An  incomplete  count  showed 
that  at  least  177  persons,  147 
of  them  in  West  Germany,  were 
killed  by  a raging  storm  that 
started  Friday  and  raked  North- 
ern Europe  for  nearly  three 
days.
